Many children of God are so deeply exercised on the mat- 
ter of guidance that it may be helpful to give a few sug- 


gestions as to knowing the way in which our Father would} 
have us walk, and the work He would have us do. The im-}: 


portance of the subject cannot be exaggerated; so much of 


our power and peace consists 


in knowing where God would 


have us be, and in being just there. | 


The manna only falls where the 
cloudy pillar broods; but it is cer- 
tain to be found on the sands, 
which a few hours ago were 
glistening in the flashing light of 
the heavenly fire, and are now 
shadowed by the fleecy canopy of 
cloud. If we are precisely where 
our Heavenly Father would have 
us to be, we are perfectly sure 
that He will provide food and rai- 
ment and everything beside. When 
He sends His servants to Cherith, 
He will make even the ravens to 
bring them food. 


How much of our Christian 
‘work has been abortive, because 
we have perished in initiating it 
for ourselves, instead of ascertain- 
‘ing what God was doing, and 
where He required our presence. 
We dream bright dreams of suc- 
cess. We try and command it. We 
call to our aid all kinds of expedi- 
ents, questionable or otherwise. 
And at last we turn back, dis- 
heartened and ashamed, like 
children who are torn and scratch- 
ed by the brambles, and soiled by 
the quagmire. None of this had 
come about, if only we had been, 
from the first, under God’s uner- 
ring guidance. He might test us, 
but He could not allow us to mis- 
take. 


Naturally, the child of God, 
longing to know his Father’s will, 
turns to the sacred Book, and re- 
freshes his. confidence by noticing 
how in all ages God has guided 
those who dared to trust Him up 
to the very hilt, but who, at the 
time, must have been as perplexed 
as we are often now. We know 
how Abraham left kindred and 
country, and started, with no other 
guide than God, across the track- 
less desert to a land which he 
knew not. We know how for forty 
years the Israelites were led 
through the peninsula of Sinai, 
with its labyrinths of red sand- 
stone and its wastes of sand. We 
know how Joshua, in entering the 
Land of Promise, was able to cope 
with the difficulties of an un- 
known region, and to overcome 
great and warlike nations, be- 


cause he looked to the Captain of 
the Lord’s host, who ever leads to 
victory. We know how, in the early 
church, the apostles were enabled 
to thread their way through the 
most difficult questions, and to 
solve the most perplexing prob- 


lems; laying down principles 
which will guide the church to 
the end of time; and this because 
it was revealed to them, as to 
what they should do and say, by 
the Holy Spirit. 


I. The Promises for Guidance 
Are Unmistakable 


Psalm 32:8: “I will instruct thee 
and teach thee in the way which 
thou shalt go.” This is God’s dis- 
tinct assurance to those whose 
transgressions. are forgiven, and 
whose sins are covered, and who 
are more quick to notice the least 
symptom of His will, than horse 
or mule to feel the bit. 

Proyerbs 3:6: “In all thy ways 
acknowledge him, and he shall 
direct (or make plain) thy paths.” 
This is a sure word, on which we 
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“Can a man take fire in his bosom, and his clothes not 


be burned? Can one go upon 
burned ?”—Prov. 6:27, 28. 


There are two very unusual 
questions asked by Solomon in 
Proverbs 6:27 and 28: “Can a man 
take fire in his bosom, and his 
clothes not be burned? Can one go 
upon hot coals, and his feet not be 
burned?” The purpose of this mes- 
sage is to search the Scripture for 
the answer to these burning 
questions. These are _ indicative 
questions, questions in which the 
answer is self-evident. 

There are many such questions 
in the Bible. When you read these

In I Samuel 30 we read the 
story of David’s return from the 
camp of the Philistines with his 
men. As they arrived back at 
their home in Ziklag on the third 
day they found that the Amale- 
kites had invaded the south and 
has smitten Ziklag and burned it 
with fire. All of the families of the 
men were also carried away cap- 
tive. Verse 4 tells us, “Then Da- 
vid and the people that were with 
him lifted up their voice and wept, 
until they had no more power to 
weep.” Can you imagine the dis- 
couragement that these men faced 
as they returned to find ‘their 
homes only smoldering ruins and 
their families all gone? 


The story does not end there, for 
the men immediately began to 


speak together of stoning David. 
But with strong faith David “en-

couraged himself in the Lord his 
God.” With renewed heart David 
led his men on out to overtake the 
Amalekites and recover all of their 
families and their possessions. Isn’t 
this just like David, the great 
leader of Israel, to find courage 
and help from the Lord in his 
need. Facing one of his blackest 
hours, David found the Lord, suf- 
ficient for all his needs. 


Will you take a few moments to 
compare the ‘situation that David 
faced with our situation in the 
Building Fund today. David had 
been a faithful servant of the Lord 
but came to a place of great dis- 
couragement in his life at this 
time. In the nearly twenty years 
since THE SWORD OF _ THE 
Lorp was founded Dr. Rice and 
the others here working with him 
have made a strong stand for the 
fundamentals of the faith.

quires in order that a man.may 
be saved on that. ground.” After 
1c has read the verse, show him 
that if he is. going to be saved 
by the law, he must keep the 
whole law, for if. he offends in 
one point he is guilty of ali. 

A verse which is useful in show- 
ing the kind of righteousness that 
God demands, is Matthew 5:20: 

“For I say unto you, That ex- 
cept your righteousness shall ex- 
ceed the righteousness of the 
scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in 
no case enter into the kingdom of 
heaven.” 

This verse shows that no man’s 
righteousness comes up to God’s 
standard, and if a man wishes to 
be’saved, he must find some other 
way of salvation than by his own 
deeds. It is sometimes well in us- 
ing this passage, to say to the in- 
quirer, “You do not -understand 
the kind of righteousness God de- 
mands, or you would not talk as 
you do. Now let us turn to God’s 
own Word and see what kind of 
righteousness it is that God de- 
mands.”’ 

2. There is another way of deal- 
ing with this class, by using such 
passages as these: 

“And he said unto them, Ye 
ave they which justify yourselves 
before men; but God KNOWETH 
YOUR HEARTS: for that which 
is highly esteemed among men is 
abomination in the sight of God.”

These passages show that God 
looks at the heart. Hold the in- 
quirer right to that point. Every 
man, when brought face to face 
with that, must tremble, for he 
knows that whatever his outward 
life may be, his heart will not 
stand. the scrutiny. of God's all- 
seeing and holy eye. No matter 
how self-righteous a,.man may ap- 
pear, we need not be discouraged, 
for somewhere in the depths of 
every man’s heart is the con- 
sciousness of sin, and all we have 
to do is to work away until we 
touch that point. Every man’s con- 
science is on our side. 


3. Matthew 22:37, 
be used with those who expect 
to be saved by their righteous 
lives. You can’ say to the man, 
“If you expect to be saved by 
your righteous life, you are greatly 
deceived, and certainly entertain 
a faise hope. For so far from living 
a righteous life, you have broken 
the very first and greatest of God's 
commandments.” Of course he 
may not believe this at first, but 
you can turn him to the passage 
mentioned, and show him what 
the first and greatest of God’s 
commandments is, and ask him if 
he has kept it. This passage is 
especially useful 1f a man SayS, 
“T--am doing the best I.ean,” or 
if he says, “I am doing more good 
than evil,’”’ You can say. tq him, 
“You are greatly mistaken about 
that. So far from doing more good 
than evil, you have broken the 
first and. greatest of God’s laws,”’ 
and then show him the passage. 

4. A fourth method of dealing 
with this class is to use Hebrews 
11:6 and John 6:29: 

“But WITHOUT FAITH it is 
impossible to please him: for he 
that cometh to God must believe 
that he is, and that he is a re- 
warder of them that. diligently 
seek him,’ 

“Jesus answered and said unto 
them, THIS is the work of God,

THAT YE BELIEVE ON HIM 
WHOM HE HATH SENT.” 
These passages show that the 


one thing which God demands is 
faith, that the work of God is to 
believe on Him whom He hath 
sent, and that without faith it is 
impossible to please God whatever 
else a man may possess. John 16:9 
can also be used to show that 
unbelief in Christ is the greatest 
sin: 

“Of sim, BECAUSE THEY BE- 
LIEVE NOT ON ME.” 

>. still another way of dealing 
with this class is by the use of 
John 3:36: 


“He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life: and he that 
believeth not the Son shall not 
see life; but the wrath of God 
abideth on him.” 

This shows that the gift of 
eternal life depends solely upon 
a man’s acceptance of Jesus 
Christ. That the sin which brings 
the heaviest punishment is that of 
treading under foot the Son of 
God, can be shown by Hebrews 
10:28, 29: 


“He that despised Moses’ law 
died without mercy under two or 
three witnesses: Of how much 
sorer punishment, suppose Ye, 
shall he be thought worthy, who 
hath trodden under foot the Son 
of God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant, wherewith 
he was sanctified, an unholy thing, 
and hath done despite unto the 
Spirit of grace?” 

Before using this passage, it is 
well to say, “You think you are 
very good, but do you know that 
you are committing the most aw- 
ful sin in God's sight which a 
man can commit?” If he replies, 
“I do not think so,” then tell him, 
“Let me show you from God’s 
Word that you are.’”’ Then turn to 
this passage and read it with great 
solemnity and earnestness. 

A very useful passage with 
many a self-righteous man is Luke 
18:10-14. You can say to the man, 
“There is a picture in the Bible 
of a man just like you, who ex- 
pected to be accepted before God 
on the ground of his righteousness, 
and who had, as men go, much 
righteousness to present to God, 
but let us see what God says to 
him.” Then have him read the 
passage. 
| It is well to bring all those who 


expect to be saved by a righteous 
life into the presence of God, for 
in 8 holy presence self-right- 
eoushess fades away. (See Isaiah 
6:5 and Job 42:5, 6.) But how 
shall we bring any one into the 
presence of God? By opéning to 
them passages that reveal the 
holiness of God, and by praying 
the Holy Spirit to carry these 
passages home. It is also well 
whenever possible, to get the in- 
quirer to pray. Many a man who 
is stoutly maintaining his excel- 
lence before. God, has given way 
when he has been brought to get 
down on his knees in God's very 
presence. 


II. “God Is too Good to Damn 
Any One” 

This is what another ‘class of 
those who entertain false hopes 
think. 

1. When any one Says this, you 
can reply, “We know © nothing 
about God’s goodness, except what 
we learn from the Bible. If we 
give up the Bible, we have no 
conclusive proof that God is love, 
and can therefore build no hopes 
upon His goodness. But if we ac- 
cept the Bible statement that God 
is love, we must also accept the 
Bible representations of the good- 
ness of God. Let us then go to the 
sible and find out the character of 
God's goodness.” Then turn the 
inquirer to Romans 2:4, 5: 

“Or despisest thou the riches of 
his goodness and forbearance and 
long suffering; NOT KNOWING 
THAT THH GOODNESS OF 
GOD LEADETH THEE TO RE- 
PENTANCE? But after thy hard- 
ness and impenitent heart treasur- 
est up unto thyself wrath against 
the day of wrath and revelation of 
the righteous judgment of God.” 


When the man has read the 
verse, you can say to him, “This 
verse tells us what the purpose 
of God’s goodness is; what is it?” 
“To lead us to repentance.” “And 
what does this verse tell us will 
be the result if we do not permit 
the goodness of God to lead us to 
repentance, but trample it under 
foot and make it an excuse for 
sin?’ He .will find the answer to 
this question in verse five, and 
hold him to it until he sees it, that 
if we despise the riches of His 
goodness, then we are treasuring 
up unto ourselves “wrath against 
the day of wrath and-_revelation 
of the righteous judgment of God.” 
You can also use John 8:21, 24 and 
John 3:36 to show the man that 
however good we may be, if we 
do not believe in Jesus with a liv- 
ing faith, we shall die in our sins, 
and not go where Jesus is, and that 
we shall not see life, but that the 
wrath of God abideth upon us. 


2. Still another way to deal with 
this man is to show him that it is 
not so much God who damns men, 
as men who damn themselves in 
spite of God’s goodness, because 
they will not repent and come 
to Christ and accept the life freely 
offered. For this purpose use II 
Peter 3:9-11: 

“The Lord is not slack concern- 
ing his promise, as some men 
count slackness; but is long suffer- 
ing to us-ward, NOT WILLING 
THAT ANY SHOULD PERISH, 
but that all should come to vre- 
pentance. But the day of the Lord 
will come'as a thief in the night; 
in the which the heavens shall 
pass away with a great noise, and 
the elements shall melt with fer- 
vent heat, the earth also and the 
works that are therein shall be 
burned up: Seeing then .that all 
these things shall be dissolved, 
what manner of persons ought ye 
to be in all holy conversation and 
godliness?” 

Another good passage to use in 
this way is John 5:40: 

“AND YE WILL NOT COME 
to me, that ye might have life.” 

Press the thought of this text 
home, that if any one does not 
obtain life, it is because they will 
not come to Christ, and that men 
therefore are damned in spite of 
God’s goodness if they will not 
come to Christ and accept life. In 
much the same way one can use 
Ezekiel 33:11: 

“Say unto them, As I live, saith 
the Lord God, I have no pleasure 
in the death of the wicked; but 
that the wicked turn from his 
way and live: turn ye, turn. ye 
from your evil ways; for why will 
ye die, O house of Israel?” 

It is sometimes well to say, 
“You are right in thinking that 
God is not willing to damn any 
one; furthermore He offers life 


“good” 


! freely to you, but there is one dif. 


ficulty in the way. Let us turn 
to John 5:40 and see what the 
difficulty is.” When he has read 
it, you can say, “You see now, 
that the difficulty is not that God 
wishes to damn you, but that you 
will not come to Christ that you 
might -have life.” 

3. If these methods do not suce« 
ceed, II Peter 2:4-6, 9 may prove 
effectual: 

“For 
THE ANGELS THAT SINNED, 
but. cast them down. to hell, and 
delivered them into. chains of, 
darkness, to be reserved unto judg- 
ment; And spdred not the old 
world, but saved Noah the eighth 
person, a preacher of righteous< 
ness bringing in the flood upon the 
world of the ungodly; And turning 
the cities of Sodom and Gomorrha 
into ashes condemned them with 
an overthrow, making them an 
ensample unto those that after 
should live ungodly...The Lord 
knoweth how to deliver the godly 
out of temptations, and to reserve 
the unjust wnto the day of judg- 
ment to be punished,” 

3efore using the passage yout 
can say, “The best way to judge 
what God will do is not by specu- 
lating about it, but by looking at 
what He has done in the past.” 
Then turn to these passages and 
let him read. When he has read it, 
ask him, ‘‘What did God do with 
the angels that sinned?” “What 
did He do with the world of the 
ungodly in the days of Noah?” 
“What did He do with the wicked 


in the days of Sodom and Gomor-. 


rha? What then may you expect 
Him to do with you in spite of 
any theories that you may have 
about His character and actions.” 

This should all be done not ina 
controversial way, but with great 
earnestness, tenderness and solem- 
nity. You can say still further, 
“God has not left us to speculate 
as to what He will do with the 
persistently impenitent; He has 
told us plainly in Matthew 25:41, 
46: 

“Then shall he say also unto 
them on the :left. hand, Depart 
from. me, ye cursed, into everlast- 
ing. fire, prepared for the devil 
and his angels... And these shall 
go away into everlasting punish- 
ments but the righteous into life 
eternal.” 

You may say still further, that 
God does bear long with man, but 
His dealings with man in the past 
show that at last His day of wait- 
ing will end, and in spite of man’s 
doubt of His word, and doubt of 
His severity in dealing with the 
persistently impenitent, He does 
at last punish. You might use II 
Chronicles 36:11-21 as an illus- 
trative case in point. 

4. It is well sometimes to add to 
all the other passages, John 3:18, 
19: 

“He that believeth on him is 
not condemned; but he that be- 
lieveth not is condemned AL- 
READY, because he hath not be- 
lieved in the name of the only be- 
gotten Son of God. And this is the 
condemnation, that light is come 
into the world, and men loved 
darkness rather than light, be- 
cause their deeds were evil.” 

Before having the inquirer read 
the verses, you can say, “You say 
God is too good to damn anyone, 
but the truth is that you are con- 
demned already. It is not a ques- 
tion of what is going to happen to 
you in the future, but a question 
of your present position before 
God.” When he has read the pas- 
sage, ask him, “When is it that 
the one who believeth not is con- 
demned?” “Already.” “Why is it 
that he is condemned?” ‘Because 
‘ight is come into the world, and 
he loves darkness rather than 
light.’ ” 


5, Luke 13:3 is very effective in 
some cases for it shows how the 
God deals with persons 
who persist in sin. The passage 
can be used in this way: ‘You say 
God is too good to damn any one, 
but let us see what God Himself 
says in His Word.” Then turn to 
the passage and read, “Except ye 
repent, ye shall all likewise per- 
ish.” Repeat the passage over and 
over again until it has been driven 
home,

Conservative Baptists’ 
Annual Convention 


Nearly 6,000 people gathered at 
the Michigan State Fair grounds 
on Tuesday evening, May 25, to 
climax the Annual Fellowship of 
Conservative Baptists meeting in 
Detroit from May 19 to 25. Dr. 
Charles’ E. Fuller of the Old- 
Fashioned Revival Hour presented 
the evangelistic appeal. 

Evangelism at home and abroad 
formed the main emphasis for all 
the inspirational hours of the meet- 
ings. Furlough missionaries, home 
missionaries, chaplains, and pas- 
tors told of growing opportunities 
to preach the Gospel. One of the 
main speakers was Dr. W. A. Cris- 
well, pastor of First Baptist 
Church, Dallas, Texas, the church 
formerly pastored by the late Dr. 
George Truett. 


Business sessions were concern- 
ed mainly with the degree of ‘‘sep- 
aratism” which was to character- 
ize the Conservative Baptist move- 
ment. Final results appeared to 
be that of: establishing the move- 
ment as one away from the A- 
merican Baptist Convention, but 
one in which individual pastors and 
churches were not to be judged or 
disqualified because they had not 
yet arrived at the stated ideal. 


The Conservative Baptist As- 
sociation of America admitted 101 
additional churches into member- 
ship last year, making a total of 
596 affiliated with the national 
group. In addition, 203. other 
churches belong to state or local 
CBA’s but not to the national 
group. Rev. Ernest Malyon was 
re-elected president of the CBA of 
A. Rev. Myron Cedarholm, former 
general director will become nat- 
ional field evangelist, and Rev. Al- 
bert Taylor, former eastern repre- 
sentative and editor of the CBA’s 
monthly organ, The National 
Voice, will become manager of 
publications and production. A 
general director, who will also 
serve as editor of The Conserva- 
tive Baptist National Voice is yet 
to be chosen. 

The Conservative Baptist For- 
eign Mission Society, the largest 
of the organizations, appointed its 
331st missionary at Detroit and 
reported a total income last year 
of $1,330,000. The society an- 
nounced plans to open a new field 
in West Pakistan, in a Moslem 
area where missionary work has 
been very limited. 

Dr. Albert G. Johnson was 
elected to serve his fourth year as 
president of CBFMS. 

The youngest Conservative Bap- 
tist organization, the Home Mis- 
sion Society, reported a contribu- 
tion increase of 40 per cent over 
the previous year. It now has 51 
missionaries serving on the North 
American continent and environs, 
including Alaska, Mexico, Haiti, 
Panama, and Honduras. 

The Conservative Baptist Fel- 
lowship, considered the parent or- 
ganization of the CB movement, 
voted to present a constitution at 
the next annual session which will 
determine the future basis of the 
Fellowship. Under the auspices of 
the CBF, more than 250,000 book- 
lets have been produced and dis- 
tributed in the last six years. 
These include ‘‘The Case Against 
Modernism” and other “Case” 


books by Dr. Chester E. Tulga.

Again this July I am desperately 
in need of money. During these 
twelve years I have been out of 
school and in revival work I have 
made it a strict rule to live on 
whatever love offerings were given 
me and never write back to in- 
dividual church members asking 
for money. I do not even keep the 
names of those who give gener- 
ously to me in revival meetings 
and I am careful never to make 
an issue of money in revival cam- 
paigns. There is not a pastor or 


people in the world to whom I}" 


have written begging for money 
or hinting for money. 


Furthermore, people have been) 


unusually generous to me this year 
and I have received the largest 
love offerings from churches I 
have ever received in my life. 

Yet I am broke and in need of 
money. 

Spent—On What? 

Obviously I have spent. the 
money so generously given me in 
revivals. What did I spend it on? 
Well—it was not on the house I 
have been trying to build for a 
couple of years. I have received 
enough money to completely finish 
our house and yet we still do not 
have a-bathroom, have no ceilings 
or walls in. our bedrooms, no 
electric lights in half the house, 
no heating plant and only rough 
sub floors. No, we did not spend 
money on our house or on anything 
else for ourselves except bare 
necessities. We have put every 
cent we could get hold of into 
Cumberwood Conference Grounds, 
which we are developing here at 
Murfreesboro, Tennessee. 


Many Needs 


The expenses have been heavy. 
There was the five hundred dol- 
lars to be paid back that I bor- 
rewed last year for the conference 
grounds. Then there were all the 
mattresses to pay for (60 of them) 
besides the tractor, truck repairs, 
lumber bills, money for paint and 
repairs, fencing for the new con- 
ference garden, etc. My lovely 
wife and I have put, in actual 
cash, over four thousand dollars 
into Cumberwood this year. We 
are earnestly trying to do some- 
thing good for others in Jesus’ 
name. 

As I write this I have less than 
twenty dollars in the world! 


Deaf Children 

And now almost a hundred deaf 
children have notified me that they 
want to come to camp during the 
two weeks we set aside especially 
for the deaf. And we have sent 
out almost four hundred letters to 
deaf youngsters inviting them to 
come. Of course I do not know 
how many of these boys and girls 
will be able to get their parent’s 
permission and cooperation to 
come but we are expecting many 
of them to be able to come. 


How Will I Feed Them? 


We are not asking the deaf 
children to pay anything. In our 
letter we said they could bring an 
offering if they wished, but there 
was no charge. But what am I 


going to do for money? A father 


writes from Florida saying he can- 
not pay anything but will borrow 
money for his son’s bus ticket 
if the boy can come free. I sent 
word for the boy to come. A 
poor Knoxville mother wants her 
daughter saved but cannot pay 
bus fare. We said we would try to 
get the girl a ticket. A little deaf 
girl writes that she longs to come 
but her father may not let her. 
I am writing to plead with him. 


My heart goes out to these neg- 
lected youngsters. I want them to 
come to Cumberwood. I want them 
to have a good time. I want to 
see them saved. I have less than 
twenty dollars to my name and so 
am asking if you will help. I do 
not ask anything for myself. I 
am asking if you will send me an 
offering for these precious deaf 
children.

per or organization that has quite 
as great an influence for revival 
and soul winning as does THE 
SWworbD. 


Three years ago we came to the 
place in the Sword expansion pro- 
gram where we needed additional 
room just to carry on the work 
that we were doing. At that time 
God wonderfully made available to 
us the building formerly occupied 
by Singspiration Publishers. This 
building was only one block away 
from our main building and fur- 
nished the additional office space 
that we needed. However, there 
have been problems in trying to 
carry on the work from two build- 
ings. Our departments are separat- 
ed and there are a great number 
of problems that arise every day 
as a result. Then last year as we 
sought some way to bring all the 
workers together under one rooi, 
God wonderfully led us to a choice 
business location right in down- 
town Wheaton. In October we paid 
$5,000 down at the signing of the 
contract for this property. On 
January 1 of this year we paid 
an additional $17,000. In our con- 
tract we agreed to make the re- 
maining payment of $44,000 on 
August 1. But as I write this we 
find ourselves far short of our 
needed. goal. We have only ap- 
proximately $10,000 in the Build- 
ing Fund today. By the time this 


paper reaches you several thou-. 


sand dollars more will have come 
in, I trust. But unless God per- 
forms a miracle and lays it on the 
hearts of hundreds of our friends 
across the land this week to send 
in their contribution to the Sword 
Building Fund we will fail to meet 
our contract agreement. 


I have seen God work before 
and I believe He will not fail us 
this time. But looking at the 
natural circumstances in which we 
find ourselves the picture would be 
very discouraging. No organized 
group of churches has banded to- 
gether to help us in this program. 
We do not have a place in the 
denominational budget of any 
church program. Then, too, the 
summer months are very difficult 
ones in which to raise _ funds. 
People are vacationing and do not 
have as much money to give to the 
Lord’s work in the summer 
months, it seems. 

But with David we are going to 
encourage our hearts in the Lord 
our God. On Thursday evening we 
plan a prayer meeting to earnestly 
lay hold on the Lord about this 
matter. After work stops at five 
o'clock we will band together as 
a group and pray for one hour. 
Then, through the rest of the 
hours of the evening and night un- 
til eight o’clock the next morning 
groups from the office force will 
be praying for the Building Fund 
need. At least one person will be 
praying all of the time during the 
night hours. 

We “mean business” abeut this 
matter! We are expecting God to 
answer our prayer and will take 
whatever measures are necessary. 
We are sure that the Lord is in- 
terested in the world-wide, soul- 
winning ministry of THE Sworb 
OF THE LORD.

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Some 61 have pledged or given 
$100 on this Building project. One 
has given $200, another $500, and 
still another $1,000 on this partic- 
ular Building Fund need. But we 
must. have more friends to help 
us with this project if we are to 
meet the goal of $44,000 by Aug- 
ust 1. We have really only be- 
gun on our program of bringing 
revival back to America. Thank 
God for the victories we have al- 
ready gained, but much remains 
yet to be done. 

_ America today stands at the 
crossroads. It is more obvious than 
ever before that America is now 
the number-one power in the 
world. The leadership of a free 
world is undeniably in the hands 
of the United States. Politically 
and economically America is the 
natural leader but, pathetically 
enough, she is not prepared spir- 
itually and morally for the job. 
Everywhere about us we see im- 
morality, crime and lawlessness on 
the increase. In America today a 
major crime is committed every 
six seconds. The divorce rate has 
risen until one in every three or 
four marriages ends in divorce.

In my book on Prayer and in 
many articles, I have pleaded with 
Christians to pray. I have taught 
that “men ought always to pray, 
and not to faint.” I have encour- 
aged them to “pray without ceas- 
ing.”’ I have called for days of 
fasting and prayer in my revival 
campaigns, and sometimes for 
whole nights of prayer. 

Now surely it is not amiss, but 
right and proper: that I should 
plead ‘with every sincere Chris- 
tian who reads“THE SworRD OF THE 
Lgrp, adding these words of Paul, 
“AND FOR ME”! 

My request is not a selfish re- 
quest. Lét me lay on your hearts 
some of the burdens which God 
has pressed heavily on me. Will 
you join me in bearing these bur- 
dens, and so fulfill the-law of 
Christ? 


I. Pray for the Evangelists 

Years ago God put it on-my 
heart to pray that God would 
bring back the day of mass evan- 
gelism. I literally prayed men out 
of the pastorate into full-time re- 
vival work. I prayed for open 
doors. I defended them. I an- 
nounced their meetings. Even now 
I call by name about fifty evange- 
lists béfore God every day.” Will 
you join me in earnest prayer 
for these evangelists? 

First, pray that God will pro- 
tect them from compromise. 
Everywhere»-there is a constant 
pressure that the evangelist will 
tone down his message, that he 
will not preach so sharply agairist 
sin. Everywhere the evangelist 
has to face the charge that he is 
fanatical, that he is radical, that 
he embarrasses the pastor, that 
he sets an unreal and over-strict 
standard. Oh, how heavy the pres- 
sure! May God help evangelists 
to be true, 

Everywhere, when evangelism |§ 
gets to be popular, the modernists 
try. to step in. Good men are 
termpted to tone down their attack 
on modernism so as not to offend, 
so as to get invited to a larger 
city-wide revival campaigns.. The 
evangelists are in the place of 


greatest temptation. They are in 
| the very forefront of the fight for! 
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Jesus Christ: The evangelists are 
the vanguard of. Bible Christiani- 
ty. They are the first to be attack- 
ed, the ones most hated by Satan. 
In Jesus’ name help us pray for 
the evangelists that they will stay 
true to Christ. 

Second, pray that the mighty 
power of the Holy Spirit will 


come upon evangelists. Pray that . 


some man will preach against sin 
so as to become, by the power of 
God, like the apostles of old. 
Then. people said, ‘“‘These that have 


turned the world upside down are 


come hither also” (Acts 17:6). 
Where are the evangelists that 
once caused the moral revolution 
in every city they visited? Where 
are the men who, like Finney and 
Major Penn and Mordecai Ham 
and Billy Sunday, created a moral 
revolution with the dynamite of 
the Gospel, with sledge-hammer 
blows against sin? 


We thank God for the great 
evangelists He has raised up. How 
we love them! How we have prais- 
ed God most fervently and contin- 
ually day by day for their minis- 
tries! But they know, and you and 
I surely know, that God can do 
more. We need men to preach with 
such power that liquor will be 
driven out of communities, that 
crookedness will be cleaned out of 
government, that socialism (which 
is Marxism and the forerunner of 
atheism) may be set back as the 
enemy of Christ and of Christia- 
nity. Pray that evangelists will 
preach so plainly and with such 
power that there will be perse- 
cution as there always has been, 
in Bible times and modern times, 
when men of God had the power 
they ought to have, and when 
whole populations were chahged 
by the tremendous revival impact! 


Third, pray that God will hold 
back the enemies of evangelism. 
Nearly everywhere denomination 
officials are set against evange- 
lists. They scheme to keep the 
evangelists out of the churches. 
They do not want the moral re- 
volution. They want only the kind 
of program that raises money for 
denominational objects. In many 
denominations, the leaders insist 
that whatever evangelistic servi- 
ces are held must be held»by~pas- 
tors, not, most emphatically, by 
independent fearless evangelists 
accountable to God alone, but true 
to the Word of God. 


Years ago the Southern Method- 
ist Church found a great core of 
brilliant, Spirit-filled evangelists 
winn.ng multiplied thousands to 
Christ in the South. There was 
Sam Jones, George Stuart, Sam 
Small, the Culpeppers, and others. 
There was young _ brilliant Bob 
Jones just coming on. So the 
Southern Methodist Church passed 
a law ihat no Methodist evange- 
list could hold a revival in any 
city or town without the consent 
of the Methodist pastor there. It 
was intended to hog-tie the evan- 
gelist. 


Pray that God will overcome the 
efforts of enemies of evangelism 
and of evangelists. 


Often Bible’ teachers are jeal- 
ous of evangelists. Ultra-dispen- 
sationalists slander evangelists 
and minimize their. work. World- 
lings in the church, particularly 
rich and society people, fight evan- 
gelism. Those who want the for- 
mal worship (Service, the robed 
choir, the pipe organ playing dur- 
ing hypocritical prayer—all these 
of course dislike the boldness, the 
informality, the plain speech, the 
attack against sin brought by the 
Spirit-filled evangelist. But pray 
that God will not let the world- 
lings and formalists steal the 


churches, Pray that God will not. 


let the ultra-dispensational Bible 
teachers steal the influence of the 
Bible institutes and colleges, which 
were usually founded by. evange- 
lists. Pray that the Bible confer- 
ences, usually founded and ‘made 
possible by evangelists, will not be 
stolen over to a dry, technical 
Bible teaching, and evangelists 
shut out. Pray that God will open 
the doors for evangelists. And pray 
that God will raise up more of 
them. Oh, Spirit of God, speak to 
the hearts of a thousand young 
men in America. Give surgings of 
soul, give unrest to the head upon 
the pillow of ease, give weepings 
in the night over lost sinners. Give 
Isaiah’s call to many a young.man 
who wants to know the will of 
God. Raise up evangelists, oh, 
God!

may rest if only we fulfil the 
previous conditions, of trusting 
with all our heart, and of not 
leaning to our own understanding. 
Isaiah 58:11: “The Lord shall 
guide thee continually.” It is im- 
possible to think that He could 
guide us at all, if He did not 
guide us always. For the greatest 
events of life, like the huge rock- 
ing stones in the west of England, 
revolve on the smallest points. A 
pebble may alter the flow of a 
stream. The growth of a grain of 
mustard seed may determine the 
rainfall of a continent. Thus we 
are bidden to look for a Guidance 
which shall embrace the whole of 
life in all its myriad necessities. 
John 8:12: “I am the light of the 
world: he that followeth me shall

Promise. 

These are but specimens. The 
vault of Scripture is inlaid with 
thousands such, that glisten. in 


guide the wanderer across’ the. 
deep. Well may the prophets sum 
up the heritage of the servants. of 
the Lord by saying of the Holy 
City, “All thy children shall. be 
taught of the Lord; and great 
shall be the peace of thy children” 
(Isa. 54:13). 

And yet it may appear to some 
tried and timid hearts as if every- 
one mentioned in the Word of God 
was helped, but they are left with- 
out help. They seem to have stood 
before perplexing problems, face 
with life’s mysteries 
eagerly longing to know what to 
do; but no angel has come to 
tell them, and no iron gate has 
opened to them in the _ prison- 
house of circumstances. 


II. Some Lay the Blame on 
Their Own Stupidity 


Their minds are blunt and dull. 
They cannot catch God’s meaning, 
which would be clear to others. 
They are so nervous of doing 
wrong that they cannot learn 
clearly what is right. ‘Who is 
blind, but my servant? or deaf, 
as my messenger that I sent? who 
is blind as he that is perfect, and 
blind as the  Lord’s servant?” 
(Isa. 42:19). Yet, how do we treat 
our children? One child is so 
bright-witted and so keen that a 
little hint is enough to indicate 
the way; another was born dull: 
it cannot take in your meaning 
quickly. Do you only let the clever 
one know what you want? Will 
you not take the other upon your 
knee and make clear to it the 
directions which baffle it? Does 
not the distress of the tiny nurs- 
ling, who longs to know that it 
may immediately obey, weave an 
almost stronger bond than that 
which binds you to the rest? Oh! 
weary, perplexed, and stupid chil- 
dren, believe in the great love of 
God, and cast yourselves upon it, 
sure that He will come down to 
your ignorance, and suit Himself 
to your needs, and will take ‘‘the 
lambs with his arms, and carry 
them in his bosom, and_ shall 
gently lead those that are with 
young” (Isa. 40:11). 


Ill. How to Know the Mind of 
the Lord and Receive 
Guidance 


There are certain — practical 
directions which we must attend 
to in order that we may be led 
into the mind of the Lord. 


1. Our Motives Must Be Pure 

“When thine eye is single, thy 
whole body also is full of light” 
(Luke 11:34). You have _ been 
much in darkness lately, and per- 
haps this passage will point the 
reason. Your eye has not been 
single. There has been some ob- 
liquity of vision—a_ spiritual 
squint. And this has hindered you 
from discerning indications’ of 
God’s will, which otherwise had 
been as clear as noonday. 


We must be very careful in judg- 
ing our motives, searching them 
as the detectives at the doors of 
the House of Commons search 
each stranger who enters. When, 
by the grace of God, we have been 
delivered from grosser forms of 
sin, we are still liable to the subtle 
working of self in our holiest and 
loveliest hours. It poisons our 
motives. It breathes decay on our 
fairest fruit-bearing. It whispers 
seductive flatteries into our 
pleased ears. It turns the spirit 
from its holy purpose, as_ the 
masses of iron on ocean steamers 
deflect the needle of the compass 
from the pole. 

So long as there is some thought 
of personal advantage, some, idea 
of acquiring the praise and com- 
mendation of men, some aim at 
self-aggrandizement,. it will be 
simply impossible to find out God's 
purpose concerning us. The door 
must be resolutely shut against 
all this, if we would hear the still 
voice. All cross-lights must: be ex- 


abled. Him to cry, as He reviewed 
the earth”.

Ask the Holy Spirit to give you 
the single eye, and to inspire in 
your heart one aim alone: that 
which animated: our Lord, and en-

full of light, as when the bright 
shining of a candle doth give ae 
light” (Luke 11:36). 


2. Our Will: Must Be Suri endered 
- “My judgment is just; because I 
seek not. mine own will, but the 
will‘ of the’Father which has sent 
me”. (John 5:30). This -was the 
secret, which Jesus not only prac- 
tised, but taught. In one form or 
another He was constantly in- 
sisting on a surrendered will, as 
the key to perfect knowledge, “If 
any man will do his will, he shall 
know...” (John 7:17). 


There is all the difference be- 
tween a will which is extinguished 
and one which is surrendered. 
God does not demand that our 
wills should be crushed out, like 
the sinews of a fakir’s unused arm. 
He only asks that they should say 
“Yes” to Him, pliant to Him, as 
the willow twig to the practised 
hand, 

Many a time, as the steamer has 
neared the quay, have I watched 
the little lad take his place be- 
neath the poop, with eye and ear 
fixed ‘on the captain, and waiting 
to shout each word he utters to 
the grimy engineers below; and 
often have I longed that my will 
should repeat as accurately, and as 
promptly, the words and will of 
God, that all the lower nature 
might obey. 

It is for the lack of this sub- 
ordination that we so often miss 
the guidance we seek. There is a 
secret controversy between our 
will and God’s. And we_§ shall 
never be right till we have let 
Him take, and break, and make. 
Oh! do seek for that. If you can- 
not give, let Him.take. If you are 
not willing, confess that you are 
willing to be made willing. Hand 
yourself over to Him to work in 
you, to will and to do of His own 
good pleasure. We must be as 
plastic clay ready to take any 
shape that the great Potter may 
choose; so shall we be able to 
detect His guidance. 


3. We Must Seek Information 

for Our Mind 

This is certainly the next step. 
God has given us these wonderful 
faculties of brain power, and He 
will not ignore them. In the days 
of the Reformation He did not 
destroy the Roman Catholic 
churches or pulpits; He did bet- 
ter: He preached in them. And in 
grace He does not cancel the 
action of any of His marvellous 
bestowments, but He uses them 
for the communication of His pur- 
poses and thoughts. 

It is of the greatest importance, 
then, that we should feed our 
minds with facts, with reliable in- 
formation, with the results of hu- 
man experience, and above all, 
with the teachings of the Word of 
God. It is matter for the utmost 
admiration to notice how full the 
Bible is of biography and history; 
so that there is hardly a single 
crisis in our lives that may not 
be matched from those wondrous 
pages. There is no book like the 
Bible for casting a light on dark 
landings of human life. 

We have no need or right to 
run hither and thither to ask our 
friends what we ought to do; but 
there is no harm in our taking 
pains to gather all reliable in- 
formation, on which the flame ot 
holy thought and consecrated pur- 
pose may feed and grow strong. 
It is for us ultimately to de- 
cide as God shall teach us, but 
His voice may come to us through 
the voice of sanctified common- 
sense, acting on the materials we 
have collected. Of course at times 
God may bid us act against our 
reason; but these are very @x- 
ceptional; and then our duty will 


no mistake. But for the most part 
God will speak in the results of 
deliberate consideration, weighing 
and balancing the pros and cons. 
When Peter was shut up in 
prison, and could not possibly 
extricate himself, an angel was 
sent to do for him what he could 
not do for himself; but when they

be so clear that there can be| 


two of. the city, the angel left 
him. to- consider the matter for 
himself. Thus God treats us still. 
He will dictate a miraculous 
course. by miraculous methods. 
But when the ordinary light of 
reason is adequate to the task, He 
will leave us to act as occasion 
may serve. 


4. We Must Be Much in Prayer 
for Guidance 


The Psalms are full of earnest 
pleadings for clear’ direction: 
“Teach me thy way, O Lord, and 
lead me. in.a plain path, because 
of mine enemies” (Ps. 27:11). It 
is the law of our Father’s house 
that His children shall ask for 
what they want. “If any of you 
lack wisdom, et him ask of God, 
that giveth to all men liberally, 
and upbraideth not” -(Jas. 1:5). 

In a time. of change and crisis, 
we need to be much in prayer, not 
only on our knees, but in that 
sweet form of inward prayer, in 
which the spirit is constantly of- 
fering itself up to God, asking to 
be shown His will; soliciting that 
it may be impressed upon its sur- 
face, as the heavenly bodies photo- 
graph themselves on _ prepared 
paper. Wrapped in prayer like this 
the trustful believer may tread 
the deck of the ocean steamer 
night after night, sure that He 
who points the stars their courses 
will not fail to direct the soul 
which has no other aim than to do 
His will. 

One good form of prayer at 
such a juncture is to ask that 
doors may be shut, that the way 
may be closed, and that all enter- 
prises which are not according to 
God’s will may be arrested at their 
very beginning. Put the matter 
absolutely into God’s hands from 
the outset, and He will not fail 
to shatter the project and defeat 
the aim which is not according to 
His holy will. 


5. We Must Wait the Gradual 

Unfolding of God’s Plan 

in Providence 

God’s impressions within and 
His Word without are always cor- 
roborated by His Providence a- 
round, and we should quietly wait 
until these three focus into one 
point. 

Sometimes it looks as if we are 
bound to act. Every one says we 
must do something; and indeed 
things seem to have reached so 
desperate a pitch that we must. 
Behind are Egyptians; right and 
left are inaccessible precipices; 
before is the sea. It is not easy 
at such times to stand still and see 
the salvation of God; but we must. 
When Saul compelled himself, and 
offered sacrifice because he 
thought that Samuel was too late 
in coming, he made the great mis- 
take of his life. 

God may delay to come in the 
guise of His Providence. There 
was delay ere Sennacherib’s host 
lay like withered leaves around 
the Holy City. There was delay 
ere Jesus came walking on the 
sea in the early dawn, or hastened 
to raise Lazarus. There was delay 
ere the angel sped to Peter’s side 
on the night before his expected 
martyrdom. He stays long enough 
to test patience of faith, but not 
a moment behind the’ extreme 
hour of need. “The vision is yet 
for an appointed time, but: at 
the end it shall speak, and not lie; 
though it tarry, wait for it; be- 
cause it will surely come, it will 
not tarry” (Hab. 2:3). 

It is very remarkable how God 
guides us by circumstances. At 
one moment the way may seem 
utterly blocked, and then shortly 
afterwards some trivial incident 
occurs, Which might not seem much 
to others, but which to the keen 
eye of faith speaks volumes. Some 
times these signs are repeated in 
different .ways in answer. to 
prayer. They are not haphazard 
results of chance, but the opening 
up of circumstances in the direc- 
tion in which we should walk. 
And they begin to multiply, as 
we advance towards our goal, just 


town, when darting through ike 
Jand by night express. 
Sometimes men sigh for am 
angel to come to point them thcir 
way; that simply indicates the® 
as yet the time has not come for 
them to move. If you do not know 
what you ought to do, stand siilk 
until you do. And when the time 
comes for action, circumstances, 
like glowworms, will sparkle 2»n«e 
your path; and you will beccme 
so sure that you are right, whose 
God’s three witnesses concur, that 
you could not be surer, though ae 
angel beckoned you on. 

The circumstances of our daily 
life are to us an infallible indica- 
tion of God’s will, when they con- 
cur with the inward promptings 
of the Spirit and with the Wer@ 
of God. So long as they are sta- 
tionary, wait. When you must act, 
they will open, and a way wilh 
be made through oceans and’ 
rivers, wastes and rocks. 

We often make a great mistake, 
thinking that God is not guiding 
us at all, because we cannot sce 
far in front. But this is not His 
method. He only undertakes that 
the steps of a good man should be 
ordered by the Lord. Not next 
year, but tomorrow. Not the next 
mile, but the next yard. Not the 
whole pattern, but the next siiich 
in the canvas. If you expect moie 
than this you will be disappointed, 
and get back into the dark. But 
this will secure for you leading 
in the right way, as you will ack- 
|nowledge when you review it from 
the hilltops of glory. 

We cannot ponder too deeply 
the lessons of the cloud given in 
the exquisite - picture-lesson on 
guidance (Num. 9:15-23). Let us 
look high enough for guidance. 
Let us encourage our soul to wait 
only upon God till it is given. Let 
us cultivate that meekness which 
He will guide in judgment. Lot 
us seek to be of quick understand- 
ing that we may be apt to see the 
least sign of His will. Let us stand 
with girded loins and  lighicd 
lamps, that we may be prompted 
to obey. Blessed are those scr- 
vants. They shall be led by a right 
way to the golden city of the 
saints. 

Speaking of myself, after 
months of waiting and prayer, I 
have become absolutely sure of 
the guidance of my Heavenly 
Father; and with the emphasis of 
personal experience, I would en- 
courage each troubled and 
plexed soul that may read these 
lines to wait patiently for the 
Lord, until he clearly indicates His 
will. 

The waiting is net always on 
our side alone: God also” wail 
He waits to be gracious; waiis 
until we have learned the lesson 
He dare not allow us to miss} 
waits until we have taken the 
position in which He can bless us 
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without injury. He holds back 
blessings which will enrich~ ycur 
life with new meaning and beauty

II. Pray About the Fight 
Against Modernism 


We have plain instructions in 
the Bible. Jesus said, “Beware of 
. false prophets, which come to you 
in sheep's clothing, but inwardly 
they awe ravening wolves. Ye shall 
know them by their fruits” (Matt. 
7:15,16). 


Jude was inspired to say, “. . .it 
was needful for me to write unto 
you, and exhort you that ye should 
earnestly contend for the faith 
which was once delivered unto the 
saints. For there are certain men 
crept in unawares, who were be- 
fore of old ordained to this con- 
demnation, ungodly men, turning 
the grace of our God into las- 
civiousness, and denying the only 
Lord God, and our Lord Jesus 
Christ” (Jude 3, 4). ! 


The same honest contending for 


the faith is needful today, and we | 
sin against God if we do not do} 
it, as commanded. 

Americans are properly concern- 
ed about the infiltration of com- 
munists into our government. The 
Marxism and socialism taught and 
practiced by the New Dealers in 
America made our government an 
easy mark for the communists, and 
they have infiltrated all depart- 
ments. They must be pried out 
and ferreted out in every possible 
way: But the infiltration of mod- 
ernists into Christian denomina- 
tions is the same kind of wicked 
subversion—immoral, wicked, in- 
excusable. For a man to pretend 
to be a Christian while he denies 


tian ‘faith, and oftentimes denies 
and works against the solemn vow 
he took when he was ordained to 
the ministry, is as traitorous and 


- pretend to be a good American ci- 
tizen. In every principal Ameri- 
can denomination, these modern- 
ists have gotten a foothold. They 
deceive the people, they steal the 
gifts of godly people, invested in 
the Lord’s work. They set out de- 
liberately to break down the faith 
of..young ministers. They would 

- make the churches an instrument 

of Marxist socialism instead of in- 

struments of the Gospel. 


Every generation must make its 
fight for the fundamentals of the 


faith. Every great doctrine of the 
Bible must be defended, explained, 
and the wicked enemies of the 
Gospel exposed. THE SwWorD OF THE 
LorD is committed to the work 
of standing for the fundamentals 
of the faith, contending for the 
faith in Bible fashions, judging 
false prophets by their writings 
and their speaking. 


This fight against modernism is 
a thankless task. Almost every de- 
nominational official opposes it, 
even though he himself may be a 
saved man.

It is certainly 
far more dangerous and hurtful in 
the church than outside. Pray 
that common people everywhere 
will read the truth, will take a 
stand for Christ and the Bible, 
will quit supporting modernism.

preaching against sin and _ sins. 
People need to be told, and must 
be told, what sin is ‘in the sight 
of God. We do not need a new def- 
inition of sin. We must declare in 
no uncertain way what God’s 
Word says about it. We must call 
it what the Bible calls it. There 
must be a new crusade in the 
churches of our land of preaching 
against sin, of calling it by its 
right name, of painting it as black 
as God paints it. The awful nation- 
al sins of legalized. liquor, pro- 
tected, and public gambling, high 
divorce rate, desecration of the 
Lord’s Day, widespread immorali- 
ty stemming for the most part 
from Hollywood movies, and the 
disgraceful, filthy sex books and 
magazines displayed in almost 
every business place, are a re- 
proach to this blessed land of ours 


and are storing up God’s wrath 
that will some day be poured out. 
upon us. 

God give uS more. courageous 
prophets who are willing to cry 
out against sin in every quarter, 
and who will tell people in simple,, 
clear-cut words that sin is real; 
that its results are real; that it 
burns and burns deeply. 


Sin Separates From God 

It would be impossible in this 
short space to discuss all the re- 
sults of sin as they are mentioned 
in the Bible. But let us notice at 
least four of the inevitable con- 
sequences of sin. Sin separates 
from God. 

First, unconfessed sin separates 
a Christian from the fellowship of 
the Father. In Isaiah 59:2 we

May God give us grace. 


IV. Please Pray for the 
Editor Personally 


To the saints at Thessalonica, 
Paul pleaded, “Brethren, pray for 
us” (I Thess. 5:25)! Again in his 
second letter to these people, 
Paul said; ‘Finally, brethren, pray 
for us’* (II Thess. 3:1)! Paul 
said, “Pray. . . that the word of 
the Lord may have free course, 
and be glorified, even as it is with 
you: And that we may be deliver- 
ed from unreasonable and wicked 
men: for all men have not faith.” 
Then should not this editor plead 
with you to pray for me? Pray 
that the-Word of God may have 
free course and be glorified. Pray 
that we may be delivered from 
wicked men, “for all men have 
not faith.” 


And to the beloved saints in 
Ephesus, Paul wrote saying that 
they must put on the whole armor 
of God, “Praying always with all 
prayer and supplication in the 
Spirit, and watching — thereunto 
with all perseverance and suppli- 
cation for all saints; AND FOR 
ME. . =.” (Eph.: 6:18,19)! « Paul 
said, pray “for me, that utterance 
may be given unto me, that I may 
open my mouth boldly, to make 
known the mystery of the gos- 
pel.” Oh, if ten thousand people 
who read this will earnestly, dai- 
ly pray that my poor stammering 
tongue may be bold, that I may 
be true to the Gospel, that I may 
not be swayed by criticism, that 
I may not be heartbroken by the 
indifference of Christians who let 
me bear so much of the load alone. 
PRAY FOR ME! 


Years ago in Dallas, ‘lexas, the 
Matthew Sisters’ Quartet, a won- 
derful quartet of spiritual Chris- 
tians, were members of our church, 
and they sang in three states and 
were in big demand. For me, their 
pastor, they often sang the fol- 
lowing song: 

I need the prayers of those I love 
While travelling on life’s rugged 

way, 

That I may true and faithful be, 
And live for Jesus every day. 

I want my friends to pray for me, 
To bear my tempted soul above, 
To intercede with God for me; 

I need the prayers of those I love! 

At this moment it is a great 
thing I ask. I am not this moment 
asking for subscriptions, nor ask- 


ing that you buy books, nor ask-| 


ing that you give money for the 
Free Literature Fund, nor asking 
that you help in our Building 
Fund to buy ground and build an 
adequate building. No, I am simply 
asking something far greater, that 
you will, with all your heart, 
take on yourself a burden of pray- 
er and hold this editor and THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD, and all the 
causes which I support with pray- 
er and tears and sacrifice and 
constant toil—support me and THE 
Sworp and these causes with dai-

We cannot send the money until 
we have it. We work with sound 
committees of Bible-believing mis- 
sionaries in every case. We check 
the costs very carefully. We re- 
quire definite reports. The results 
have been tremendous. God has 
saved many thousands of souls 
through the tracts distributed in 
Japan, Korea, Philippine Islands, 
India, Indonesia, Portugal, Spain, 
South America, Italy, Africa, etc. 
We need money for free literature 
constantly requested in America. 
We need free literature to furnish 
jails and penitentiaries, to fur- 
nish teachers of rural schools, to 
furnish child evangelism classes. 
At this moment I ask that you 
pray first. Then if God leads you 
to give, well and good. But pray 
that God will help us to do what 
needs to be done to save souls by 
the Gospel in print. 

3. Will you pray about our sub- 
scription enlargement plans? This 
is the twentieth anniversary year 
of ‘THE SWORD OF THE LORD. Sep- 
tember 28, THE Sworp will be 
twenty years old. We ought to 
double our subscription list.

Soon I want to form a list of 
people who will agree to pray 
daily for this editor and THE 
SWORD OF THE LorD and our labors 
for evangelism, our defense of 
the faith, our calling the people 
of God back to consecrated living 
and soul winning.

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“But your iniquities have 
separated between you and your 
God, and your sins have hid his face 
from you, that he will not hear.” 
There are three things suggested 
in this verse which unconfessed 
sin does to a believer. It separates 
the believer from the Father’s 
conscious presence, First John 1:7 


says, “But if we walk in the light; - 


as he is in the light, we have fel- 
lowship one with another, .. ” 
So the opposite is also true. If we 
fail to walk in the light as be- 
lievers, we do not have fellowship 
with the Father. How wonderful 
is the experience of coming be- 
fore Him daily in self-examination, 
confession in prayer, and to. know 
the sweet result.of His peaée and 
presence in our lives. Unconfessed 
sin chokes the springs of joy. Un- 
confessed sin robs one of the 
assurance of salvation. Uncon- 


fessed sin invites the chastening 


rod of God. 


This verse in Isaiah also sug- 
gests that God will hide His face 
from one who has sin in his life. 
face of the Lord is often 
used in the Word as a symbol of 
His rich blessing. So unconfessed 
and unjudged sin in our lives 
jams the flow of His blessings in- 
to our lives. We are also told 
that He will not hear our prayers. 
Some unconfessed sin in the life 
of a child of God is most often the 
cause of unanswered prayer. Sin 
regarded in the life and heart of 
a Christian will obstruct the line 
that reaches to the throne of 
grace. May God help all of us to 
put I John 1:9 into daily practice, 
“If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrightousness,” 

But sin also separates the sin- 
ner from the salvation of God. 
Ephesians 2:1 reads, “And you 
hath he quickened, who were dead 
in trespasses and sins.” We might 
put it in our own words like this, 


' “And you hath he made alive in 


Christ, who were, before you were 
saved, separated from God in your 
trespasses and sins.” The root 
meaning of the word dead is “‘to be 
separated from.” Sinners are sep- 
arated from God by sin. They are 
separated from: Him as far as the 
East is from the West, and as far 
as the heavens are above the 
earth. The great gulf of sin sep- 
arates a sinner from God by an 
immeasurable distance. 

Dear unsaved reader, verses 12 
and 13 of this same chapter say 
that you are far off from God, 
without Christ, without hope and 
without God in this world. No 
darker picture could ever be paint- 
ed than the one given here. You 
are dead in sins and destitute of 
the life of God. May God help you 
to see that you are really and 
utterly lost in this world of sin. 
You will never seek the Lord un- 
til you know and believe that 
you are hopelessly lost. You will 
never ask for LIFE until you 
come to realize that you are dead 
in sins. You will never want to be 
saved until you will believe that 
you are in danger of Hell. Thank 
God, Christ has forever bridged 
the gulf of sin for all of us by 
His death on the cross. 


Sin Affects the Heart 


Sin DISTURBS the heart. 
There is a disturbing, restless 
quality about sin. David said in 
Psalm 38:3, “Neither is there any 
rest in my bones because of my 
sin.” David had committed at least 
two terrible sins and he was dis- 
turbed inside, in his heart and 
mind, until he gained forgiveness 
and cleansing. His conscience 
burned within him and his spirit 
was restless until he knew the 
peace of God once again. 

So it is many times with a crim- 
inal. He commits a certain crime

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by the law. But one day he walks 
into a police station and gives him- 
self up. Why? Because he has 
had no rest day nor night, and 
the haunting memory of his deed 
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was about to set him crazy. Never 
forget, friend, you may be able to 
educate your conscience, sear it 
or train it, but you cannot kill 
it. And at the most unlikely 
times your conscience will stand 
up and cry out loud within you 
and demand to be heard. 


Another verse comes to my mind 
—Isaiah 57:20,21, “But the wicked 
are like the troubled sea when it 
can not rest, whose waters cast 
up mire and dirt. There is no 
peace, saith my God, to the 
wicked.” Many of you have stood 
on the sea shore, as I have, and 
have watched the heaving bosom 
of the ocean. It is never still, 
constantly moving up and down, 
turning over and over, moving in 
and out. The Bible here says this 
is a picture of the heart of the 
unsaved. They are restless. Notice 
the words, “whose waters cast up 
mire and dirt.” 

‘The human brain is one of the 
most wonderful things God creat- 
ed. In the brain there are mil- 
lions of tiny cells and each cell 
is capable of storing up the actions 
and words of the individual. Every- 
thing you have ever done or said 
and everything you have ever 
seen is tucked away in one of 
those cells of memory in your 
brain. The brain never forgets any- 
thing. We sometimes do not have 
the power to recall. Some of you 
have had the experience of dream- 
ing about something which hap- 
pened years and years ago, per- 
haps when you were just a child. 
You thought you had forgotten it. 
You had not thought of it for 
years. Then one night it seems to 
step out of your brain and out of 
your memory and is relived right 
in front of you, and so vividly 
that you can tell about it the 
next morning. 

It is this ability of the human 
mind that many times torments 
a sinner in the quiet hours of 
the night or when he is all alone. 
The memories of his many sins 
are washed up on the shore of 
his. mind by the restless waves 
of, his sinful heart. He may roll 
and toss in bed through the 
sleepness night. He may take dope 
to try to forget, and he may drink 
to try to drown the memory of 
his past sins. But “there is no 
peace, saith my God, to the wick- 
ed.’”’ True peace of mind is found 
only in Christ. The guilty mind 
and conscience can only be purg- 
ed from dead works in the preci- 
ous blood of Christ. .Sin many 
times drives people insane. It 
drives them like a slave master 
to utter confusion, distraction, dis- 
pondency and, many times, to sui- 
cide. Yes, friends, the Bible says 
sin DISTURBS the heart. 

Sin also DECEIVES the heart. 
Paul says in Hebrews 3:13, “But 
exhort one another daily, while it 
is called To day; lest any of you 
be hardened through the deceit ful- 
ness of sin.” There is a triple de- 
ception in operation against every 
unsaved man or woman. First, the 
Word declares that the natural 
heart is deceitful. Jeremiah 17:9 
says, “The heart is deceitful above 
all things, and desperately wicked: 
who can know it?” Dear unsaved 
friend, your natural heart is de- 
ceitful and is capable of desperate- 
ly wicked deeds. There is not a 
sin or a crime that has ever been 
committed that you could not 
commit, under the proper circum- 
stances. 

When Ruth Judd was a Sunday 
School teacher years ago, little 
did she think that she would end 
up a murderer and in prison for 
life. But she did, and why? Simp- 
ly because she did not realize 
that her unregenerated heart was 
desperately wicked. She did not 
know how wicked it was, neither 
did any of her friends. Oh, sinner 
friend, you do not know to what 
depths of sin you will yet stoop if 
you go on refusing Christ. 

I have had men say to me, 
“Well, preacher, I have to figure 
this thing out for myself.” Per- 
haps they meant well, but the sad 
truth is, my friend, that if you 
listen to the reasoning of your 
own depraved and deceitful heart 
you will never come to Christ and 
you will certainly go to Hell. Sin, 
itself, also has a deceitful way. 
Someone has said, “If sin were not 


| deceitful, it would never seem de- 


lightful.” “The pleasures of sin 
are for a season.” Then comes a 


rude awakening and the awful 


storm of certain judgment. James 
says, “Sin when it is FINISHED 


bringeth forth death.” 


In the third place the Devil is 
the master deceiver. Revelation 
20:10 reads, “And the devil that 
DECEIVED them was cast into 
the lake of fire and brimestone. . .” 
Jesus said to the unsaved of His 
day, “Ye are of your father the 
devil, and the lust of your father 
ye will do.’ If you, my reader, 
are not saved, then you are under 
the spell and mastery of the De- 
vil. He can cloud your mind and 
shroud your soul in = spiritual 
darkness. He can keep you asleep 
to your lost undone condition be- 
fore God. In short, he deceives you 
into thinkMg you are all right 
without Christ andrthat somehow 
you will get by. May God awaken 
each unsaved person reading this 
message to these startling facts. 

Wake up, friend, you are being 
deceived, You are being blinded. 
You are being doped and drugged 
by the Devil. You are slowly be- 
ing dragged toward Hell. Believe 
the Word of God today and trust 
Christ as your Saviour, and your 
eyes will be opened, and you will 
be saved. 

Sin HARDENS the heart. Notice 
the phrase in Hebrews 3:13, “Lest 
any of you be hardened through 
the deceitfulness of sin.” There 
is a hardening quality about sin. 
The fifteenth verse of this chapter 
says, “To day if ve will hear his 
voice, harden not your hearts.” 
Living on year after year in sin 
hardens the life, and turning a 
deaf ear to the voice of God har- 
dens the heart. The same sun 
that hardens the clay also brings 
forth the beautiful spring flow- 
ers. When anyone hardens him- 
self against God and Christ and 
the message of the Word of God 
and the Gospel, the Son of Right- 
eous makes that one’s heart harder 
and harder until it is impossible 
for that one to be saved. 


But. the opposite is also true. 
When the Son of God shines on a 
heart and that one responds in re- 
pentance and faith in Christ, He 
brings forth the beautiful fruit 
of salvation and eternal life. Much 
rubbing wears callouses on the 
hands. And when one is often 
preached to, often reproved, often 
warned of his lost condition and 
does nothing about if, the process 
wears callouses on his soul. 


I have seen the cowboys of Mon- 
tana brand the little doggies with 
a hot iron until the ranch’s mark 
was burned into the skin and the 
skin so seared that the mark never 
leaves. So it is, my friend, with the 
fire of the Word of God. It burns 
and sears. When a sinner refuses 
to listen to the Word, he sears 
his conscience as with a hot iron. 


I heard an evangelist friend of 
mine say one day, ‘‘God allows the 
Devil to put his seal upon many 
who have rejected Christ over and 
over again.” And I agree. I believe 
there are those who walk the 
streets of our cities and towns who 
have been branded by the Devil 
and will never be saved. They had 
their chance, but they hardened 
their hearts against the voice of 
God. They are sealed up for Hell; 
they are branded by the Devil; 
they are seared with a hot iron; 
they are past feeling, and they 
will burn in Hell forever. May I 
beg you readers who are still lost 
to listen to the voice of God now, 
and come to Christ and be saved. 


Sin Brings Death 

“For the wages of sin is death; 
but the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord’ 
(Rom. 6:23). The Bible declares 
this fact and illustrates this terri- 
ble truth from Genesis to Reve- 
lation. Sin many times brings 
PREMATURE death. Many of you 
have heard people foolishly say, 
“Well, I believe that when your 
time is up, that’s when you are go- 
ing to die.” But, my friend, this is 
not so according to God’s Word. 
The Word makes it clear that it 
is possible to lengthen one’s life. 
The fifth commandment says, 
“Honour thy father and thy moth- 
er: that thy days may be long upon 
the land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee.” Here, then, is a def- 
inite promise of long life which is 
also repeated in the New Testa- 
ment. The implication is that if one 
does not honor father and mother, 
he will not live long. In other 
words, he shortens his life by 
bringing disgrace and shame on 
the heads of his mother and father. 


Yes, it is possible to shorten your! 


life by continuing to live in sin. 
saul, the first king of Israel, 
died a premature death because of 
his sin. Korah and his family and 
the princes of Israel who sinned 
with him died prematurely because 
of their awful sin. Moses died pre- 
maturely as a direct result of dis- 
obedience to God. In the New Tes- 
tament Ananias and Sapphira 
died prematurely before the whole 


churcn because of their sin of lying | 


to God. 
So there are many other illus- 
trations in the Scriptures to prove 
that sin brings short life and pre- 
mature death many times. James 
1:15 says, “And sin, when it is 
finished, bringeth forth death.” 
But sin also many times cul- 
minates in violent death. Think of 
King Saul as he lay on the field 
of battle at evening that day with 
a sword through his body. He 
ended up a suicide. Think of Jeze- 
bel as she was thrown from the 
palace window by her servants. 
Think how the dogs licked up her 
blood and ate the flesh and bones 
of her body until all that was left 
was her skull, 


9). All because of her sins. Think 
of Judas hanging from that tree 
a suicide. But more than that, Pe- 
ter says in the upper, room that 
the rope broke and he, Judas, fell 
headlong and his bowels gushed 
out. He no doubt fell on a sharp 
rock which cut him asunder. There 
he was a bloody heap of flesh and 
bones, to be thrown on the potter’s | 
field. He died a violent death. 
Many sinners today die horrible | 
automobile wrecks, in fires, in 
sickness and insanity, by murder 
and suicide, and in many other 
ways. Sinners many times die cry- 
ing and screaming in agony for 
someone to save them, but too 
late, 

Sin also results in sudden death. 
Proverbs 29:1 reads, “He, that 
being often reproved hardeneth his 
neck, shall suddenly be destroyed, 
and that without remedy.” Here 
is a warning from God that those 
who reject Christ and the light of 
the Gospel over and over again 
for years shall die suddenly with- 
out a chance to get right. There 
will be no such thing as deathbed 
repentance for such an one. The 
rich foo] of Luke 12 died sudden- 
ly one night while in bed. Sudden 
death is a terrible thing—no 
chance to think, no chance to say 
good-bye, no chance to call for the 
preacher, no chance to pray or pre- 
pare to die. Flung out into an eter- 
nity in Hell forever in a moment 
of time. 

Take warning, sinner friend, you 
may be next. How long have you 
been putting off Christ? How many 
sermons have you listened to? How 
many invitations have you stood 
through? How many 
you said, “No,” in your heart to 
the voice of the Holy Spirit? He 
that is often  reproved, often 
preached to, often prayed for, of- 
ten under conviction, is in grave 
and great danger of sudden death. 
God may cut you off one of these 
days soon. Come to Christ, repent 
of your sins before it is too late.

s2id that he was too busy for con- 
troversy. One day the Universal- 
ist minister came into the house 
where the missionary was calling;

for a discussion had come at last. 
He began the customary univer- 
galist argument about God being 
too good to damn any one. 

After he had gone through the 
usual volume of words, the mis- 
gsionary simply replied, “I am too 
busy for argument, but I just want 
to say to you, that except you 
repent, you shall likewise perish.” 

The Universalist was somewhat 
enery, but replied sneeringly, 
“That is not argument, it is simply 
e quotation from the Bible,” and 
then ran on with another stream 
of words. 

When he had finished his second 
gpeech, the missionary simply re- 
plied, “I have no time for argu- 
ment, but I just want to say to 
you, except you repent, you shall 
Jikewise perish.”

It. “I Am Trying to Bea 
Christian” 


The third class of those who 
entertain false hopes, are those 
who say, “I am trying to be a 
Christian.” 

1. Show the inquirer that it is 
trusting and not trying that saves. 
For this purpose use Isaiah 12:2: 

“Behold, God is my salvation; I 
WILL TRUST, and not be afraid: 
for the Lord JEHOVAH is my 
strength and my song; he alsd is 


become my salvation.” 


When he has read it, ask him 
vhat it is the prophet says, “I 
will try?” “No, I will trust.” An- 
other verse which can also be used 
to show that it is not trying to 
be a Christian, but believing on 
Christ that saves, is Acts 16:31: 

“And they said, Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved, and thy house.” 


John 1:12 is very useful. Before 
using it, you can say, “What God 
asks of you is not to try to be a 
Christian, or to try to live a better 
life, or to try to do anything but 
simply to receive Jesus Christ who 
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did it all.”” Then have the passage 
read and say to the _ inquirer, 
“Will you now stop your trying, 
and simply receive Jesus as~“a 
Saviour?” Make it very clear what 
this means and hold the inquirer 
to this point. 

2. Another way of dealing with 
this class is to show the inquirer 
that it is not trying what we can 
do, but trusting what Jesus has 
done that saves from guilt. Use 
for this purpose Romans 3:23-26: 


“For all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God; Being 
justified freely by his grace 
through the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus: Whom God hath set 
forth to be a propitiation through 
faith in his blood, to declare his 
righteousness for the remission of 
sins that are past, through the 
forbearance of God; To declare, 
I say, at this time his righteous- 


THE JUSTIFIER OF HIM 
WHICH BELIEVETH IN 
JESUS.” 

When the inquirer has read the 
passage, ask him if this teaches 
us that we are justified by try- 
ing to do something. “No.” “Then 
how are we justified?” Hold him 
to it until he says, “Freely by His 
grace, through the redemption 
that is in Christ Jesus,” and sees 
that it is on the simple condition 
of faith. Another very effective 


Romans 4:3-5: 

“For what saith the scripture? 
Abraham believed God, and it was 
counted unto him for righteous- 
ness. Now to him that worketh 
ws the reward not: reckoned of 
grace, but of debt. But TO HIM 
THAT WORKETH NOT, BUT 
BELIEVETH on him that justi- 
fieth the ungodly, his faith is 
counted for righteousness.” — 


This makes it clear as day that 
it is not our trying, but our be- 
lieving on Him that justifies us. 
Acts 10:43 and 13:38 can be used 
in a similar way. 

3. It is also well to show the 
inquirer, that.it is not our trying 
in our own strength, but:our trust- 
ing in Christ’s strength that saves 
from the power of sin. To make 
this clear, use the following pas- 
sages: 

“Now unto him that is able to 
keep you from falling, and to pre- 
sent you faultless before the pres- 
ence of his glory with exceeding 
joy.’—Jude 24. 

“For whatsoever is born of God 
overcometh the world: and this is 
the victory that.overcometh the 
world, even our faith. Who is he 
that overcometh the world, but 
he that believeth that Jesus is 
the Son of God?”—I John 5:4, 5. 

“For the which cause I also suf- 
fer these things: nevertheless I 
am not ashamed: for I know whom 
T.have believed, and am persuaded 
that he is able to keep that which 
I have committed unto him 
against that day.’”—II Tim. 1:12. 

“Who are kept by the power of 
God through faith unto salvation 
ready to be revealed in the last 
time.” —I Pet, 1:5. 

Do not let this class of inquirers 
go until they are perfectly clear 
that they are saved, and are no 
longer merely “trying to be Chris- 
tians.”’ 


IV. “I Feel Saved,” or “I Feel 
That I Am Going to Heaven” 


There are very many in this 
class, very many. who. think that 
their entrance into Heaven is sure 
because they “feel saved,’ or feel 
that they are going to Heaven. 


1. The first thing to do with 
this class is to show them the 
utter unreliability of our feeling 
as a ground of hope. An-excellent: 
passage for this purpose is Jere- 
miah 17:9: 

“The heart is deceitful above 
all things, and desperately wicked: 
who can know it?” 

Follow this up with Proverbs 
14:12: 

“There is a way 
SEEMETH RIGHT unto a man, 
but the end thereof are the ways 
of death,” 

After reading the latter pas- 
sage, you can say to the inquirer, 
“The way you are going seems to 
be right, it seems to you as if 
it would lead to Heaven, but what

are the ways of death.” Then drive 
the thought home that it will 
not do to rest our hope upon any- 
thing less sure than the Word of 
God. Luke 18:9-14 may be used 
in this way. You can say, “We are 
told in the Bible about a man who 
felt saved, and felt sure of going 
to Heaven, let us read about him.” 
Then let him read the story of 
the Pharisee, and show how he 
was not saved for all his self-con- 
fidence. Isaiah 55:8 can also be 
used to enforce the thought that 
God's thoughts are not our 
thoughts, and while we may think 
we are saved, God may clearly 
see that we are not. 

2. Having shown how little con- 
fidence is to be put in our feeling, 
show the true grouffd of hope, 
namely God’s Word. Use for this 
purpose Titus 1:2: 

“In hope of eternal life, which 
God, that cannot lie, promised be- 
fore the world began.” 

You can say, “Paul had a hope 
of eternal life. Upon what was 
that hope built?” “The Word of 


God ‘that cannot lie.’” Then say 


to the person, “Do you want a 
hope built upon that. sure 
ground?” Take him then to John 
3:36. That verse tells clearly how 
to get such a hope. 


One afternoon I was speaking to 
a woman who, a few weeks before, 
had lost her only child. At the 
time of the child’s death she had 
been especially interested, but 
her serious impressions had 
largely left her. After a time I 
put to her the question, “Do you 
not wish to go where your little 
one has gone?” 

She replied, “I expect to.” 

“What makes you think that 
you will,” I asked. 


She answered, “I feel so: I feel 
that I will go to Heaven when I 
die.” 

I then asked her if there was 
anything she could point to in the 
Word of God which gave her a 
reason for believing that she was 
going to Heaven when she died. 
She replied that there was not. 
She then turned to me and began 
to question me. 

“Do you expect to go to Heaven 
when you die?” 

“Yes, I know I shall.” 

“How do you know it? Have 
you any word from God for it?” 


“Yes,” I answered, and turned 
to John 3:36. She was then led 
to see the difference between a 
faith that depended upon her feel- 
ing, and a faith that depended 
upon the Word of God. 


V. The Hope of Being Saved 
by a Mere Profession of Re- 
ligion, or by a Faith That 
Does Not Save from 
Sin and Lead to 
Repentance 


In many communities it is very 
common to meet men and women 
who believe they are saved be- 
cause they hold to an orthodox 
creed, or because they have been 
baptized or made a_ profession 
of religion. This is one of the most 
dangerous of all false hopes, but 
it can be readily dealt with. 

1. A good passage to begin with 
is Titus 1:16: 

“They profess that they know 
God; but in works they deny him, 
being abominable, and disobedient, 
and unto every good work repro- 
bate.” 

You can say to the person, “You 
profess to know God, but God 
Himself tells us that many who 
profess to know Him are lost; 
let me show it to you in His 
Word.” When they have read the 
verse, you can say, “Now if one 
professes to know God, 


God Himself: say that such a 
one is?” 
bedient, and unto every good 
work reprobate.” Another passage 
which can be used in very much 
the same way is Matthew 7 :21-23. 


“NOT EVERY ONE THAT 
SAITH UNTO ME, LORD, LORD, 
shall enter into the kingdom of 
heaven; but he that doeth the 


heaven. Many will say to me in 
that day, Lord, Lord, have we 
not prophesied in thy name? and 
in thy name have cast out devils? 
and in thy name done many won- 
derful works? And then will I pro- 
fess unto them, I never knew you: 
depart from me, ye that work 
iniquity.” 

You might say, “God tells us 
plainly in His Word that one may 


unto a man?” “The end thereof 


make a profession of religion, may 


be active even in Christian work, 
and yet be lost after all.” Then 
have him read the verses, When 
they are read, you can say, “Ac- 
cording to these verses, will a 
mere profession of religion save 
any one?” “No, doing the will of 
the Father which is in heaven.” 
“Are you doing His will?” 

2. A second way of dealing with 
this class is to say, “God tells us 
plainly that in order to be saved 
we must be born again.” Then 
show them John 3: 3-5: 

“Jesus answered and said unto 
him, Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, EXCEPT A MAN BE BORN 
AGAIN, he cannot see the king- 
dom of God. Nicodemus saith unto 
him, How can a man be born, 
when he is old? can he enter the 
second time into his mother’s 
womb, and be born? Jesus an- 
swered, Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, Except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit, he can- 
not enter into the kingdom of 
God.” 

When these verses are read, 
you can say, “Now these verses 
make it clear, that in order to 
enter the kingdom of God, one 
must be born again. Now let us 
turn to other parts of the Bible 
and see what it is to be born 
again.” For this purpose use the 
following: 

“Whosoever is born of God 
DOTH NOT COMMIT SIN: for 
his seed remaineth in him: and he 
cannot sin, because he is born of 
God.”—I John 3:9. 

“If ye know that he is right- 
eous, ye know that EVERY ONE 
THAT DOETH RIGHTEOUS- 
NESS is born of him.”—I John 2: 
29. 

“Therefore if any man be im 
Christ, HE IS A NEW CREA- 
TURE: old_ things are’ passed 
away; behold, all things are be- 


come new.’— II Cor. 5:17. 


3. A third method of dealing 
with this class is by saying, “Yes, 
faith does indeed save, but it is 
a certain kind of faith that saves.” 
To show what the faith that saves 
is, turn to Galatians 5:6: 

“For in Jesus Christ neither cir- 
cumcision availeth any thing, nor 
uncircumcision; but FAITH 
WHICH WORKETH BY LOVE.” 

This passage says that it is 
faith which worketh by love; Ro- 
mans 10:9, 10, that it is a faith 
of the heart: | 

“That if thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
shalt believe in thine heart that 
God hath raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved. For 
with the heart man believeth unto 
righteousness; and with the mouth 
confession is made unto salva- 
tion,’ while James 2:14 tells us 
that it is faith which shows it- 
self in works: 

“What doth it profit, my breth- 
ren, if a man say he hath faith, 
but have not works? can that 
faith save him?” (R.V.) 

4. I John 5:4, 5 is also very use- 
ful as showing that one who 
really has faith in Jesus as the 
Son of God, and is born of God, 
overcomes the world. The passage 
reads as follows: 

“For whatsoever is born of God 
OVERCOMETH THE WORLD: 
and this is the victory that over- 
cometh the world, even our faith. 
Who is he that overcometh the 
world, but he that believeth that 
Jesus is the Son of God?” 

The fact that one is living in 
sin and not overcoming the world, 
but being overcome by it, is con- 
clusive proof that he really has 
not faith that Jesus is the Son 
of God, and that he has not been 
born of God. 
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
